FACULTY CONTRACT 


The faculty federation contract reads much like any other 
labor contract, save for the few resolutions on professional 
involvement in areas related to teaching what, where and how. 
And as other labor contracts it blunders into the same grand 
oversight; the CONSUMER’S ROLE, in this case the students, 
you and I. 

The faculty contract leaves no possibility for the 
developmient of new student role in any real decision making 
processes in the college. With the ever growing student 
involvement and interest in participation, as students have 
demonstrated in the past quite explicitedly, in the college at all 
levels; it is an inept blunder or a Machiavellian maneuver to find 
no mention of the possibility of new student participation. The 
contract is sadly inflexible and cannot possibly contend with 
student participation i n the college decision making now or any 
time within its two year length. 

Thus things still stand with little change. The administration 
still has final say over everything while being removed from 
intra-department hassles that gave it so many headaches in the 
past. The faculty has been granted its own secure little niche in 
the college with a private political playground to express their 
‘pent-up libido. Election to departmental committees and the 
nomination of departmental heads might grow into more 
distraction for teachers from the classroom. Students still 
remain the child on the establishment’s knee with a two-year 
supply of pacifiers. 

The Faculty contract was not capable, because of current 
legal limitations, to take care of students, the students must do 
this themselves. We, the students, must take the initiative and 
develop a visible role for ourselves.

A Warm 
Contract 


On January 11, 1971, the membership 
of the Faculty Federation of the 
Community College of Philadelphia 
(Local 2026 of the American 
Federation of Teachers, AFL-CIO), 
meeting at the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel, ratified by a vote of 129 to 29 the 
contract recommended for their 
adoption by the Federation 
negotiating committee. The contract 
was approved by the Board of Trustees 
of the College while the Faculty 
Federation was meeting. 

The January 11 meeting followed a 
series of round-the-clock negotiating 
sessions from Wednesday through 


Sunday night and a hot meeting of the’ 


Federation on Monday afternoon at 
which new teachers protested that 
they were not to be brought up to the 
tentatively agreed-upon scale 
according to the explanations provided 
by the Federation negotiators. A five 
hour meeting on Tuesday morning 
changed this point and several others. 

The contract is the first between the 
teachers at the College and their 
employers. It is also the first college 
level collective bargaining contract in 
the State of Pennsylvania and was 
achieved after the first strike under 
the provisions of the new public 
employees law in Pennsylvania. 
Officers of the Federation believe the 
seven week strike was the first legally 
sanctioned strike by public employees 
in the history of the United States. 


Significant gains were achieved in 
every area of negotiation: 

I. Job Security — (1) Anti- 
discrimination: no discrimination on 
basis of sex, race, membership in any 


organization, marital status (except) 


that College is not required to hire 
spouses full-time in same 
department); (2) Initial Appointments 
must be first approved by department 
committee; (3) Renewals and non- 
renewal of appointments’ can be 
intiated only by department head and 
the teacher may ask for written 
statement of cause as well as hearing 
before Board of Trustees after first 
year of employment. This renewal 
procedure is as good as other college’s 
tenure policy. (4) Tenure — granted in 
5th year instead of 6th, and a tenured 
professor may take his cast to binding, 
impartial arbitration. No college in the 
United States has a tenure procedure 
this strong. Tenured professors may 
be dismissed only for incompetence or 
physical inability to perform teaching 
duties; (4) Rank and Tenure given to 
Counselors and Librarians; (5) 
Academic freedom — contract 
language revises and strengthens 
AAUUP statement, allows binding 
arbitration on academic freedom 
grievances; (6) Personnel Records 
teachers may respond to matters in 
their files; (7) Reorganization if 
programs are phased out or positions 
removed, teachers participate in 
decision, are placed on preferred 
rehiring list (8) Grievance procedure 
— broadest definition of grievance in 
any teachers’ contract in U.S. and a 
four step procedure resulting in 
impartial, binding arbitration by an 
experienced arbitrator chosen jointly 
by the union and the administration. 

II. Quality Education — (1) Work 
load to be reduced to 12 contract hours 
with start of 1972 Fall semester; (2) 
No more than 3 different class 
preparations; (4) 372 hour work week 
for counselors and librarians, lower 
ration of counselors to students and 
more counselors hired; (5) Released 
time from normal work load for 
curriculum advising, publishable 
research and other; (6) Class size — 
maximum 32, average 29 per lecture 
class, 25 for English 102, 23 for English 
100-101, 20 for remedial classes; (7) 
College calendar to include three 
school-day holiday in Spring; (8) 
Classrooms fitted with proper 
equipment including room darkening

Overpopulation may be closer than 
we think. In only 30 years, if present 
rates continue, the world will have to 
provide for a population of more than 
seven billion — double today’s 3.6 
billion. At. the same time, many of 
earth’s vital resources, the very stuff 
on which life depends, are shrinking 
daily. 

We still have time to solve the 
problem of over-population. The only 
intelligent, humane solution is 
voluntary family planning. Family - 
planning, alone, can’t solve all the 
world’s problems. It can’t wipe out 
poverty or hunger or pollution. But it 
can buy us-the time so that planning 
and technology can catch up with our 
population. 

Planned Parenthood Association of 
Southeastern Pennsylvania, located at 
1402 Spruce Street, has instituted a 
program service to colleges in 
development of family planning, birth 
control information and population 
education for students, a first in this 
area, according to Mr. Allen M. 
Johnson, president of the association. 
Mr. Davidson B. Mont, a graduate of 
Temple University’s Social Welfare 
Program will head plans for college 
services and will coordinate requests 
for college programming. 

In most cases, colleges do not 
provide adequate education about 
birth control, abortion and sex related 
topics. College students, deprived of 
such information from college health 
services and counselors have been 
demanding family planning services 
elsewhere. Planned Parenthood, the 
Leading voluntary agency in family 
planning pioneered in services to 
colleges after a survey during the 
school year. 1969-70, making their 
clinics and counseling known through a 
student outreach program and public 
information. 

It is expected that the greatest effort 
in the new program will be toward 
encouragement of college health 
services, to add birth control 
‘consultation to existing medical 
services. This would insure contiruity 
of service and provide students with 
better overall health protection. 
Currently, there eight clinics with a 

nty sessions in the 

college youth as Planned Parenthood 

clients, making available their 

medical and nursing staffs of twenty- 

nine physicians and nurses and the 

social workers. A pregnancy test clinic 

` was organized last August — the first 
such service available. 

Girls 19 and over no longer need 
parental permission for clinic 
services, a policy adopted after 
passage of an act in the State of 

` Pennsylvania which Governor Shafer 
signed last February that gave minors 
freedom for making certain decisions. 

Any minor that has graduated from 
high school, has married, has been 
` pregnant or is over 18 may consult to 
‘medical, dental and health services for 
herself or himself without the consult 
of any other person. 

For those below the. age of 19 who 
seek contraceptive service or advice 
on related matters, counseling is 
available by a social worker.

Planned Parenthood locally has 
accepted the challenge set forth in the 
Alamede-San Francisco agency’s June 
1970 college prospectus: ‘‘If voluntary 
population control is to come about 
through a new social morality, through 
social acceptance of the small family 
concept, then college student, who will 
be educated opinion leaders of the 
future, are an important group to 
reach,”

We are free to act 
without pressure. I refuse to feel like I 
must make a decision about whether to 
“put out’? or not. There is no such 
thing as putting out among us. There is 
no set goal to our sexuality. 

The whole language is oppressive. It 
is white male-oriented and 
heterosexual. One word that must go is 
“sex” because that describes a way of 
being physical that can only draw up 
very bad memories for a lot of us. We 
must use it only in referring to that 
oppressive institution, not to any new 
forms we are developing. Having sex 
means accepting a set of criteria for 
“success” that we did not set up and 
develop among ourselves. 

Sperm is coin. And that whole 
system of exchange necessarily 
excludes us as lesbians. We can’t 
pretend that those few flaps of skin 
that make up the masculine apparatus 
are just a few objective ectodermal 
gatherings. That stuff is the proof of a 
right to have access to privilege. Some 
men reject that privilege, but they 
always have the possibility of 
whipping it out in an emergency and 
asserting their privilege. 

We are building a revolution which 
isn’t based on privilege. And we must 
have a new language and aesthetic to 
describe it. Lesbianism is not a sexual 
perversion: it has nothing to do with 
sex. It is not another way to ‘‘do it’’: It 
is a whole other way to have contact. 

Heterosexuality and lesbianism are 
two forms of physical contact. But 
that’s as far as the similarity goes. 
Sensuality is formless and amorphous. 
It can grow and expand as we feel it. It 
is shared by everyone involved. Sex 
with men was like doing alienated 
labor as that one with power could 
make good profit off my surplus labor. 
Sensuality with women is a collective 
experience growing out of our 
struggle. 

Radical lesbian sensuality is a form 
which I myself am helping create. It is 
not an institution existing outside of 
me, like sex is. It is me, us, as it comes 
out of our new consciousness.
